After represent- 
ing the piece as inaccurate, the writer goes on to say: 
“A greater fault of the Kriig-Jorgensen rifle, which alone 
would seem to condemn it as a military arm, is that 
after a few shots are fired from it in rapid succession it 
becomes so hot that the exposed parts cannot be touched. 
Further experiments, too, have shown that a soldier can 
fire quite as rapidly with the Springfield rifle as with the 
Kriig-Jorgensen, which can be fired five times without 
being loaded.” This reads as if the writer might be in- 
terested in the sale of the Mannlicher rifle. 


A young French officer was forbidden by his Colonel to 
wear a monocle, but the Lieutenant shortly after was 
transferred to another regiment in the same town whose 
Colonel gave him leave to wear it. Unfortunately, while 
swaggering down the street with his restored monocle, 
the Lieutenant met his former Colonel face to face, and 
the latter, choosing to think himself insulted, gave the 
smart young soldier two days’ arrest.

At a meeting of the Brooklyn Citizens’ Committee on 
the Maryland Day celebration, Col.Loomis L. Langdon

contracts for two tablets, one of bronze, to be erected on 
the site of the old Cortelyou house, and the other, a 
heavy stone set with bronze letters, to be placed in the 
sidewalk at 256 Third avenue, between Seventh and 
Kighth streets These are to commemorate the battle of 
Long Island. The Cortelyou house tablet bears an in- 
scription showing that “Here, on the 27th of August, 
1776, 250 out of 400 brave Maryland soldiers, under the 
command of Gen, Sterling, were killed in combat with 
British troops under Lord Cornwallis.” The Third ave- 
nue slab marks the burial place of these soldiers. Col. 
Langdon is himself the designer of these tablets, and his 
artistic and patriotic taste has received much praise. 
rhe statement that the names of the committee were to 
be placed on the slab is absolutely without foundation. 

Under directions issued some weeks ago by the Quar- 
termaster General, the manufacturers of the new Army 
cap are taking steps in the orders they are now turning 
out to prevent the cap from sagging in at the top. They 
wre making the top of the cap somewhat narrower than 
that of the type originally adopted. It is believed by 
this means the cap will retain its shape. The Quarter- 
muster General still stands by his statement in the 
“Journal” last week, that no change is contemplated in 
the present pattern of cap. It is understood, however, 
that his. Department is considering the advisability of 
using wire in the too of the cap to keep it stiff. "The 
Quartermaster General is expected to lay before Secre- 
tary Lamont in the near future the new clothing regula- 
tions. These will recommend, as has been stated in the 
“Journal,” a number of minor changes, He will in all 


probability recommend the appointment of a board to 
consider the regulations before adoption, and there is lit- 
tle doubt that if such a recommendation is made Secre- 
tary Lamont will adopt it. 


Rev. Dr. James A. Weston, who has published a work 
seeking to prove that Peter S. Ney, a Carolina school- 
master, was none other than the celebrated Marshal 
Ney, has just returned from Kentucky, where, at a house 
near Louisville, he talked with a person whom he had 
recently discovered and believed to be a son of the 
French Marshal. He found the man, who is now eighty- 
nine years of age, but in good health, and obtained from 
him a full history of himself. Dr. Weston said that this 
son had kept his identity a secret for the same reason 
that influenced his father, and that, being a plain old 
country gentleman, he had refrained from obtruding him- 
self upon the public notice since by a revelation of his 
parentage. He came to North Carolina in 1837 to visit 
his father and spent some time with him. His father 
then gave him $1,000 and sent him to Philadelphia, where 
he entered Jefferson Medical College and was graduated. 
He adopted an assumed name, as did his father, and 
practiced his profession in different parts of the coun- 
try. Dr. Weston says this man is a perfect counterpart 
of his father, judging from the likenesses of the Marshal. 





“Military Geography "is the title of a collection of lect- 
ures in the Department of Military Art, delivered before 
the class of officers at the U. S. Infantry and Cavalry 
School, Fort Leavenworth, Kan., 1893-1895. They in- 
clude studies of the military geography of Canada, by 
Capt. Arthur L. Wagner, 6th Inf.; of Chile, by Capt. 
Eben Swift, 5th Cav.; of Mexico, by Ist Lieut. A. L. 
Mills, Ist Cav., and of Central America by 1st Lieut. 
Carl Reichmann, 9th Inf. It may interest Senator Proc- 
tor to find so competent a military student as Lieut. 
Wagner saying that a conquest of Canada “as the re- 
sult of the operations of war alone, uninfluenced by in- 
ternal troubles, foreign alliances, or financial difficulties 
on one side or the other, could probably be effected by 
us only when we had provided ourselves with a naval 
force superior to any armada that Great Britain could 
send to the American waters.” The importance and use- 
fulness of such studies as are reported in this volume 
are illustrated by a quotation of Von Moltke’s apothegm: 
“Geography is three-fourths the science of war.’ The 
importance of a study of the geography of Central Amer- 
ica, in its relations to the Nicaragua Canal, is illustrated 
by Lieut. Reichmann in his paper. We are again re- 
minded of the importance of securing control of the sea 
in the papers of Capt. Swift and Lieut. Mills. 


The Quebee “Chronicle,” as the result of an investiga- 
tion by an expert in its employ, declares that the famous 
citadel at Quebec is useless for defense. When erected 
these fortifications cost $20,000,000, Now they could be 
stormed, without the slightest show of resistance from 
within, by an invading foe, either from an ironclad lying 
in the St. Lawrence off the island of Orleans, seven or 
cizht miles below, or by an invading land force from the 
West by way of Montreal. The poor old citadel has but 
two armor-piercing guns in all, and the extent of their 
penetration is but four to five inches, Neither of them 
is a very modern piece of ordnance, one being an 8-inch 
and the other a 7-inch muzzle-loading Palliser converted 
gun. The remainder of the citadel armament consists of 
eight 64-pounder Palliser converted R. M. L. guns, two 
j-inech R. B. L. Armstrong guns of an old pattern, and 
three 40-pounder siege guns. The only weapon covering 
the western approach is one of the T-inch Armstrong 
c<uns. In the event of becoming involved in hostilities 
with other powers Quebec might be attacked from three 
different sides. The public exposure of these facts is at 
the bottem of the present demand for the return to Can- 
ada of the 100th Royal Canadian Regt. of the line and 
the stationing here of a company of the Royal Engineers. 
As matters now stand, with a modern invading army be- 
fore Quebec on its western side, the citadel could not be 
held against it even until the arrival of re-enforcements 
from England. 


A correspondent of the New York “Times” cites the 
following definition of belligerency appearing in a decis- 
ion of the U. S. Supreme Court on the prize cases, 2 
Black, U. S. Supreme Court Reports, 666-669; “It is not 
less a civil war, with belligerent parties in hostile array, 
because it is called an ‘insurrection’ by one side, and the 
insurgents be considered as rebels or traitors. It is not 
necessary that the independence of the revolted province 
or State be acknowledged in order to constitute it a par- 
ty according to the law of nations. Foreign nations ree- 
ognize it as war by a declaration of neutrality. The 
condition of neutrality cannot exist unless there be two 
belligerent parties. In the case of the Santissima Trini- 
dad vs. Wheaton, 337, this court says: “The govern- 
ment of the United States has recognized the existence 
of a civil war between Spain and her colonies, and has 
avowed her determination to remain neutral between 
the parties. Each party is therefore deemed 
belligerent nation, having, so far as concerns us, the sov- 
ereign rights of war.’ (See also 3 Binn, 252.) 
As soon as the news of the attack on Fort Sumter, and 
the organization of a government by the seceding States, 
assuming to act as belligerents, could become known in 
Europe, to wit, on the 13th of May, 1861, the Queen of 
England issued her proclamation of neutrality, ‘recogniz- 
ing hostilities as existing between the government of the 
United States of America and certain States styling 
themselves the Confederate State of America.’ This was 
immediately followed by similar declarations or silent 
acquiescence by other nations.” 


The Secretary of the Interior has appointed an ad 
mirable commission to adopt a policy of forest adminis- 
tration in this country. They are Prof. Charles S. Sar- 
vent, director of the Arnold Arboretum; Mr. Alexander 
Agassiz, formerly curator of the Natural History Mu 
seum at Harvard; Gen. Henry L. Abbot, U.S. A:: Prof. 
William Hf. Brewer, the eminent Yale botanist and ag 
riculturist; Mr. Arnold Hague, of the U. S. Geological 
Survey, and Mr. Gifford Pinchot, who is in charge of the 
xreat undertaking in practical forestry which Mr. George 
Vanderbilt is conducting on his Southern estate. and 
who has perhaps had a more thorough training in forest 
cultivation than any other American. Though Mr. Pin- 
chot is the youngest member of the commission. he is 
ly no means the least important. He is the only Amer- 
ican we know of who has had a thorough training in the 
German schools of forestry. He is a young man of 
ability and an enthusiast in his chosen profession of 
forestry, which is of growing national importance, It is 
to be hoped that the results of the labors of this able 
commission will be to awaken public attention to the ne- 
cessity of preserving our forests. Mr. Pinechot’s idea is 
that they should be put under military control. Thes 
certainly should be controlled by military methods. 
Those who have had experience recognize the fact that 
ee organization is the most effective for executive 
action,

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OUR STATE TROOPS. 


The United States is in a position to put into the field 
9,467,694 fighting men, who will furnis the raw mate- 
rial for soldiers, according to a report on the “Or anized 
Militia of the United States” just issued by the War De- 
portment. At present only three copies of the publica- 
tion have come from the public printer. One of these 
js now lying on the desk of the President, one is before 
the Secretary of War and the third is in the possession 
of the Assistant Secretary of War. The total or ganized 
militia numbered last year 115,669, of which 02,604 
~omposed the infantry arm, 5,215 the cavalry, 5,267 the 
artillery, 649 special corps, with 1,443 general and staff 
oficers. In many of the States last year camps were 
peld and the attendance upen these occasions ranged 
from DS per cent. in Mississippi to 95 per cent. in Ver- 
mont, counting 100 per cent. as perfect. The total ap- 
propriation allowed the militia by the government 
jmourted to $400,000, while the States during the same 
yeriod spent $2,834,974 for the benefit of these organiza- 
tions. It is estimated that mobilization of the militia 
could be effected in the different States and Territories 
in from three hours in the District of Columbia to sev- 
enty-two hours in Oregon, other State organizations as- 
vmbling between these two periods. It is estimated 
that in case of necessity Lilinois could be relied upon to 
furnish 852,625 men in the field; Pennsylvania comes 
next With 771,874, and Ohio third with 650,000. Then 
comes New York with 560,000, Indiana with 481,192, 


Kentucky 361,137, Missouri 350,000, Massachusetts 
239391, Wisconsin 306,343, Texas 300,000, Virginia 


295,440, New Jersey 284,887, Georgia 264,071, Michigan 
350,000, Lowa 245,899, North Carolina 240,000, Missis- 
sippi 228,700, Maryland 205,816, Arkansas 205,000, and 
the remainder of the States below 200,000. In about 
two-thirds of the States the militia is armed with the 
Springfield rifle and carbine of various patterns. In the 
remaining third there are different varieties in use. The 
condition of rifles and carbines is far from good. Quite 
a large number are unserviceable from lack of minor 
parts, but their rusty condition is the fault most fre- 
quently commented upon. A number of the artillery mi- 

itia regiments are provided with Gatling guns and 3.2- 
nc’ breech-loading rifles, but a large proportion of the 
itillery armament consists in 12-pounder Napoleons, 
“inch muzzle-loading rifles, Parrott rifles and other ob- 
swolete ordnance. The condition of the artillery is worse, 
f anything, than the infantry. 

“In more than half the States,” the report says con- 
crning equipment, “the equipment may be classed as 
fair or poor; in the remainder good or very good. If the 
uilitia were called into active service probably the great- 
est defect would be found in equipment, which is incom- 
plete, particularly in those articles which are more need- 
ed especially in the field. The artillery harness is gener- 
illy reported as old and practically worthless. The ag- 
sregate of small arms ammunition held in reserve, in ad- 
lition to that in the hands of the troops, is not far from 
000,000 rounds. States having Gatling gun batteries 
keep on hand a limited supply of ammunition for these 
suns. The supply for field guns is very limited, and the 
yuality by no means the best. As to subsistence, the 
wpinion is advanced in the publication that in all cases 
Juring encampments the men were well fed. “On the 
whole,” it says, “the militia seems to demand, or at least 
to get, more than the allowance of the regular service.” 
The personnel appears to be better than the discipline, 
wing regarded as excellent in the majority of States, 
while discipline is rated as excellent only in six. The 
men are usnally young and anxious to learn. Breaches 
of discipline and failures to observe the niceties of mili- 
tary etiquette appear to be due largely to ignorance and 
lack of experience. The arrangement of exercises for 
regimental encampment which was suggested in last 
vear’s publication is reprinted in the new volume. The 
reports of officers who inspected the National Guards of 
the various States are included in the publication. 


Secretary Herbert has decided not to use electricity 
v turning the S-inch turrets on the battleship Lowa. 
Since the Secretary decided to operate half of the 8-inch 
turrets of the cruiser Brooklyn by means of electricity 
vod half by steam some of the bureau chiefs of the 
Navy Department have been placing arguments before 
him in opposition to similarly equipping the 8-in. turrets of 
the Lowa. ‘The Secretary based his decision upon the 
experimental state of electricity as applied to turrets. 
Should it give satisfaction on board the Brooklyn it is 
the intention of the authorities to equip’ men-of-war of 
the future with electrical turret apparatus. 


Secretary Herbert has directed the test of a rather pe- 
ar invention at the New York Navy Yard. It is of 
i machine designed to send a vessel through water with- 
propellers. By burning oil a gas is generated which 
< slowed to enter a steam cylinder, where it is ignited 
by means of a spark, the force of this explosion driving 
the piston. A jet of air is blown out of tubes in the 
stern of the vessel by the explosion and the resistance 
f the water causes the boat to forge ahead. The engi- 
neering experts say that the invention, which has been 
tried privately, has not given very good results, and they 
not believe it will be useful for naval purposes. The 
entor claims that it will be of service in the case of 
torpedo boats and will drive them with phenomenal 
speed. The Department desires to fit the apparatus to 
a 104-foot boat, but in deference to the wishes of the in- 
ventor a 28-foot boat will be used. 


Che Navy Department has decided to place the moni- 
tor Terror in commission on April 15. A crew for this 
ship, consisting of 154 men, has been collected, her 
stores are being gathered at the New York Navy Yard, 
and her detail of officers will be announced by the au- 
thorities within the next few days. The advisability of 
placing the Amphitrite out of commission and transfer- 
ring her officers and crew to the Terror was discussed 
at the Department, but the authorities came to the con- 
clusion that the wisest plan would be to keep as many 
vessels in commission on the North Atlantic coast os 
possible, simply for emergency. The comma nding officer 
of the Terror has not yet been selected. The choice 
seooms to lie between Capt. John R. Bartlett, L. H. 
Board, and Gapt. Henry B. Robeson, now Captain of 
the Navy Yard at Portsmouth. Arrangements are be- 
ine perfected for the trial of the Terror’s pneumatic ap- 
paratus before she is placed in commission. A board is 
now being prepared at the Department to conduct the 
trial. There is talk at the Department of taking the 
monitor Miantonomoh out of ordinary and placing her 
in commission. This will not be done, if it is done at all, 
until the men are available, which the Department ex- 
pects Congress to authorize in the Naval Appropriation 
hill under discussion. In addition to the X inatonomoh 
the vessels which will be put in commission when men 
are available will be the battleships Massachusetts and 
Oregon, monitor Puritan, and the Texas, when the lat- 
ter’s alterations are completed. This will give a highly 
fective fighting force for the protection of the Atlantic 
«aboard of the United States, and in view of the belli- 
cose nature of the talk in Congress the authorities be- 
lieve it is just as well to be prepared. 


According to the London cor mdent of the Glas- 
gow “Herald,” the forthcoming English naval 
gramme will involve an outlay of nine and a half mill- 
ions sterling, of which £5,530,000 will be given out to 
private contractors. The vessels to be built are four bat- 
tleships, to cost £750,000 each; four first-class cruisers, 
to cost £460,000 each; six third-class cruisers, to cost 
£180,000 each, and sixty torpedo-boat destroyers, costing 
£60,000 apiece. The total displacement of the new ves- 
sels will be 136,000 tons, and total horse-power 560,000. 
In an article in a French paper Rear Adm]. Dupont ar- 
gues that England could easily deal with the combined 
fleets of Germany and the United States, and would not 
have the slightest reason to dread an invasion. Bven 
putting matters at their worst, England would have her 
reserve ships to fall back upon after those of her adver- 
saries had been annihilated, together with a certain pro- 
portion of her own, and although her trade might be in- 
jured to some extent, it could not be ruined. A _ pessi- 
mistic correspondent of the “United Service Gazette” 
says, however: “I notice that the other three corners of 
the world possess altogether 119 battleships, 100 coast 
defense ships, 252 cruisers and 437 other ships; we pos- 
sess 52 battleships, 17 coast defense ships, 137 cruisers 
and 174 other ships, a difference of 67 battleships, 83 
coast defense ships, 115 cruisers and 263 other ships.” In 
1859 England had 711 ships and the rest of the world 
2,000. She had then 30% per cent. of the world’s war 
fleets. She has now, according to the above calculation, 
which is greatly underestimated, 36 per cent. This shows 
a gain of 3% per cent. in 37 years. At this rate England 
will by about the year 2000 be more powerful at sea 
than all the rest of the world combined. It will be a 
happy solution of all of her difficulties, if she will remain 
at peace with all the world until that date. We might 
pesetwe the question of arbitration until then. Or per- 
1aps by this time the benign influence of Christianity 
may “work us in universal peace,” if Prof. Totten’s 
plans for an earlier millennium should chance to mis- 
carry.

RECENT DEATHS. 


_Lieut. Col. Charles Ambrose Reynolds, U. 8. A., re- 
tired, who died at Baltimore, Md., March 3, served dur- 
ing the Mexican war as a soldier of District of Colum- 
Lin and Maryland troops, was appointed 2d Lieutenant 
9th U. S. Inf. in 1855 and in 1861 was appointed Cap- 
tuin and Assistant Quartermaster. From November, 
1562, to April, 1863, he served as Quartermaster of Vol- 
unteers, with the rank of Lieutenant Colonel. His serv- 
iccs during the war were arduous and responsible and 
at its close he received the brevets of Major and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel for gallantry and efficiency. He was pro- 
moted Major and Quartermaster in 1875, Lieutenant 
Colonel and Div. Quartermaster General in 1885, and 
retired, at his own request, Nov. 11, 1887. He returned 
io his native State, Maryland, and took up his residence 
in Baltimore. 

Col. James T. Ghiselin, who died March 2 at the Oc- 
cidental Hotel, San Francisco, served as Assistant Sur- 
geon and Surgeon, U. 8S. Army, from 1855 to June 6, 
i874, when he resigned. He served with great credit 
curing the war, receiving the brevets of Lieutenant Col- 
cnel and Colonel. After resignation he located in Port- 
land, Ore., where he was for many years the most prom- 
inent physician. About seven years ago he retired from 
active practice and since that time has resided in San 
Francisco. The interment was in Portland, Ore.

at her home March 7. Gen. Hillyer died July 12, 1874. 

Mrs. John ‘Laylor Cooper, who died this week at Al- 
bany, N. Y., was the mother of Col. John Schuyler 
Orosby, of New York, formerly of the U. S. Army, and 
for some time A. D. ©. to Gen. Sheridan. Her first 
husband was Clarkson Floyd Crosby, of New York. 
She was the daughter and only child of John Schuyler 
and a great-granddaughter of Col. Peter Schuyler, the 
first Mayor of Albany. Mrs. Cooper’s mother was Maria 
Miller, daughter of Maj. Burnett Miller, Surgeon in the 
Continental Army. In 1859 she married Gen. John 
‘baylor Cooper. mi : 

Chief Kngr. Albert 8. Greene, U. 8S. Navy, retired, 
who died in Washington, D. C., March 8, of congestion 
of the brain, was one of the Rhode Island family of his 
lame, prominent in civil and military life in that colony 
and State for eight generations. He was appointed 
third assistant engineer in the Navy Feb. 17, 1800, and 
Was promoted twice during the war. He was a member 
or tne Selfridge surveying expedition of 1870, which 
conducted the first Panama Oanal survey. He was pro- 
moted to chief engineer March 5, 1871. He was senior 
member of many boards for scientific trials and experi- 
ments, and was on board the U. S. steamship Vandalia 
during the Samoan hurricane, when that vessel was 
lost, remaining on duty in the engine room until the ves- 
sel struck. He was washed overboard with four other 
otticers, who were drowned, and after three hours’ strug- 
gle in the sea reached the beach. He was retired Aug. 
Y, 1893, after thirty-three years of. active service. He 
was a member of the Loyal Legion and of the Sons of 
the American Revolution, He died after three months’ 
severe illness. ‘The remains were taken to Adams, Jef- 
ferson County, N. Y., the birthplace of the deceased, 
for interment. 

Dear, lovable John B. Woodward; all who knew him 
will lament his death as the loss of one of the best and 
kindliest of men and one of the most useful of Brooklyn's 
citizens. He was known to all the State troops and tu 
many of the Regular Army, and he bad the confidence 
and respect of all. He was born in Brooklyn, and has 
lived there all his life, gaining each year increased repu- 
tation. ‘there is no stain upon his record, though he 
was at one time active in political affairs, and was a can- 
didate for Mayor. Col. Watson, of the 13th Regt., has 
issued an order, in which he says: *“The loss of this 
distinguished soldier and citizen creates a vacancy in 
the ranks of the veterans and friends of the regiment 
difficult to supply. Of the many who have reached 
honor and fame from its ranks, no one has shed greater 
luster on its history or holds a more exalted position 
in its galaxy of distinguished graduates. His noble 
career is our heritage and his example we should emu- 
late. Entering the regiment as a private, having as 
contemporaries Generals Molineaux, McGrath, Dakin, 
Briggs, Ward, Gov. Buckley, and others, who have be- 
come prominent as_ soldiers and citizens, he passed 
through the various grades to that of Colonel. Again 
moving onward and upward, he was made in turn Bri- 
gadier General, Major General, Inspector General, and 
tinally Adjutant General of the State, discharging the 
duties and responsibilities of each position with rare 
intelligence, and a patriotic devotion that brought him 
great admiration and respect. It was under his adminis- 
tration, as Adjutant General, that those reforms were 
inaugurated that have brought the Guard to its present 
high state of discipline and efficiency. As a mark of 
respect to the memory of our distinguished comrade and 
companion, the customary observances will be followed.” 

Rear Adml. Henry Walke, U. 8S. Navy, one of our 
most distinguished naval veterans, died at his home 
in Brooklyn, March 8, after a short illness. His wife, 
two sons and two daughters were at his bedside when he 
died. Adml. Walke entered the Navy on Feb. 1, 1827, 
as a midshipman, and served on eighteen vessels during 
his naval career, passing through all the grades to the 
highest rank. He took an active part in three battles 
of the Mexican War, and commanded vessels during ten 
battles and sieges during the late war of the Rebellion. 
He retired on April 26, 1881. He was born on a pian- 
tation on the Lynnhaven River, in Virginia, was edu- 
cated in the Academy at Chillicothe, Ohio, and went 
to school with Alen G. Thurman. His first service 
was on the frigate Alert, under Lieut. Comdr. Farragut. 
He was then transferred to the Natchez and from that 
ship to the Ontario. During the Mexican War he par- 
ticipated in the capture of Vera Cruz, Tuspan and Ta- 
basco. He commanded the gunboats Taylor and Lex- 
ington at the battle of Belmont in the civil war. In the 
battle of Fort Henry he was commander of the gun- 
boat Carondelet, and attacked Fort Donelson with that 
vessel. In the operations against Island No. 10 he ran 
the gauntlet of the batteries with the Carondelet on the 
night of April 4, 1862, and opened the blockade of the 
Mississippi. Island No. 10 surrendered soon after. For 
his gallant conduct Comdr. Walke was thanked by Con- 
gress and was awarded $40,000 prize money. He also 
rendered distinguished service at the battle of Fort Pil- 
low, at Memphis, and in the engagement with the ram 
Arkansas, was distinguished at Vicksburg and at Point 
of Rocks, or “Bald Head,” while in command of the 
ram Lafayette, and commanded the Sacramento in the 
cruise in search of the Alabama. The deceased Admiral 
was an excellent artist, and after he retired devoted 
much time to sketching and painting on canvas, and 
accumulated a fine collection of pictures. The funeral 
took place with military honors March 11. 

Comy. Sergt. John B. Hamilton, U. 8S. Army, retired, 


who died recently at San Antonio, Tex., was buried with 
Masonic honors. He leaves a wife and a large family.

TINSEL GENERALS AND MAJORS. 
(From the Springfield ‘“‘Republican.”) 

Congress has had before it measures to prevent the 
desecration of the flag—a matter which Senator Hoar 
thinks may better be left to the good sense of the peo- 
ple. We ought to be able, also, to rely upon the same 
good sense of the people to prevent the free @ppropria- 
tion by individuals of the military titles and distinctions 
of government. If there is to be any legislation in the 
way suggested we do not know where it is more needed 
than in extending some protection to titles which gov- 
ernment alone assumes to grant. 

Here, for example, is a secret society whose distinc- 
tions take the form of “Major General, commanding the 
eastern division of the army,” ete., “Assistant Adjutant 
Generals, with the rank of Colonel,” “Assistant Com- 
missary Generals, with the rank of Colonel,” “Aides-de- 
camp, with the rank of Major,” “Lieutenants,” ete. 
These people get together, and with great formality and 
show of tinsel confer upon each other these impressive 
distinctions, which are duly chronicled in the public press, 
and which thereafter outside of the secret councils, first 
throngh mockery, then in jest, and finally, through the 
force of “damnable iteration,” become attached in some 
scriousness to the persons assuming them, and appear as 
meaning something of what inheres properly in the title; 
although the chief claim to the designation rests in the 
person’s having “braved the elements” to attend the 
meeting where the titles were bestowed. 

This is a little more than grotesque. We can have no 
objection to the assumption by secret orders of grandilo- 
quent titles and the fuss and feathers of semi-military 
consequence. Where properly chosen the titles and the 
trappings convey no wrong impression. Here, for exam- 
ile, is the “Concatenated Order of the Hoo Hoo,” whose 
highest titles reach the dignity of “Snark of the Uni- 
serve.” There can be no objection to that. When Snark 
Jones or Senior Hoo Hoo Smith is referred to we know 
in a general way what deed and qualities of person he 
stands for officially. There can be no great mistake. No 
false impressions are conveyed. For people who like 
that sort of thing, why, as Lincoln pe that’s just the 
sort of thing they like, and there we let the matter rest. 

But the military titles of the State mean something. 
There is a disposition to laugh at the wearing of “Colo- 
nel” by members and ex-members of the Governor's 
staff, but it is a title regularly conferred under the law, 
and while there is no baptism of fire about it, a certain 
dignity of the State and its military power is involved. 
Men who have won their titles in the field stand decided- 
ly apart in the public mind from those who have ob- 
tained them in the peace militia service of the State, but 
the latter have had to work for their distinctions, and 
they have assumed duties and liabilities to the State 
which give some strength of merit to their distinctions, 

It is, therefore, a question whether these titles ought 
to be permitted to become the sport of any body of men 
who choose to assume them. We ought to be able to rely 
upon the good sense of people to respect the designations 
conferred by public authority which have a definite 
meaning. And yet it appears that we cannot.

Publishes correspondence, in regard to the care of 
fortifications, in which the Major General commanding 
the Army concurs in the following opinion: 

Hdars. D. E., Governors Island, Feb. 11, 1896. 

I am of the opinion that the slopes of permanent works 
should be turned over to the control of a garrison, when 
of sufficient size, in all minor respects—such as replac- 
ing with fresh sod places where the grass has died, fi 
ing at the beginning cuts made by rains, damages by 
slides, and cutting of grass. Any soldier of intelligence, 
and without previous practice, can cut grass sufficiently 
well with slight instruction or direction to answer all 
practical purposes, just as has been done time out of 
mind at military posts where there was no question 
whether it might be done by hire. A little greater care 
and time are required for the slopes of a work than for 
the usual surface of ground. The regulations, followin 
a very old rule, require grass to be cut frequently, which 
is very well for a moist region and where grass is grow- 
ing rapidly, but not proper under all conditions of cli- 
mate. To cut grass close when dry weather may be at 
hand would, for most grasses, result in injury. In this 
particular case the garrison of Fort Wadsworth could 
eut the grass on all slopes when really necessary.

In the case of a soldier receutly tried at Fort Leaven- 
worth the reviewing authority, Maj. Gen. Merritt, says: 
“fhe prisoner is charged with having assaulted and 
knocked down the Ist Sergeant of his company, while 
the latter was in the execution of his office. here were 
yo Witnesses to the offense alleged besides the lst Ser- 
yveaut, Whose testimony as to the assault by the prisoner 
is ontradieted by the latter, who testified in his own 
beh lf that the Ist Sergeant struck him first and without 
provocation. In consequence of this conflicting testi- 
mony, and on account of the character given the prison- 
er by several witnesses, the court seems to have given 
the latter the benefit of a doubt as to his guilt. ‘he 
curt and the prisoner are reminded of the general rule 
that the person of the superior in the execution of his of- 
tice should be held inviolate by the inferior, and that 
ouly in very rare and extreme cases a soldier 1s warraut- 
cd in using force against a superior. Good discipline in 
this case demanded of the soldier to seek redress by 
proper means instead of resorting to violence.” (S. OU. 
3, D. Mo., 1896.) 
ju the case of a soldier tried at Vancouver Barracks 
and found guilty of desertion and subsequent fraudulent 
cnlistment, the reviewing authority, Gen. Otis, says: 
“The court erred in declining to admit as one of its mem- 
bers to take part in its deliperations an otticer who had 
becn detailed as such in the order appointing it, because 
he did not report for duty with it until atter the accused 
had been arraigned and the prosecution had entered upon 
the introduction of testimony. It was within the court s 
province to demand from the absentee explanations of 
his absence, and to report the absence with any expiana- 
tion he might give to the convening authority, but it aid 

t have the power to e xpel him trom its sessions. ‘lis 
error, however, did not invalidate the proceedings mm any 
wise, and had ‘the absent membe r failed to put m an ap- 
peiramce a question of error could not have arisen. ‘lhe 
court as constituted before the arraignment of the ac- 
cused Was possessed of full power to try and fully deter- 
mine the case. Its jurisdiction was complete In every re- 
spect and was not im any sense affected by withhoiding 
_dilatory member's privileges.” (iS. UO. 33, D. L.,

CIVILIAN GUARD-HOUSES. 

One of our correspondents whose service in the regu- 
lar Army has made him somewhat familiar with the 
post guard-house recently had an opportunity to con- 
trast its mild and beneficent sway with that of the ordi- 
nary city prison. Owing to his momentary inability to 
respond to a call for a ten dollar fine he was confined in 
Raymond Street Jail, Brooklyn, until he could communi- 
cate with his friends and secure his release. His expe- 
riences during that brief period of agonized waiting are 
described in the communication following. This testi- 
mony gives further proof, if proof were needed, of the 
necessity for a thorough reform in the administration of 
our city prisons. The Tombs of New York is a fright- 
ful example of what such a house of detention ought not 
to be. Grand jury after grand jury and other public 
bodies, during the past half century, have called atten- 
tion to its shortcomings, but nothing has been done to 
remedy them. The Raymond Street jail in Brooklyn 
would appear to be in an equally disgraceful condition. 
A thorough system of inspection, such as is found in the 
Army, is obviously needed here. Our correspondent says: 


One of the fundamental tenets of the Catholic faith is, 
“Out of hell there is no redemption.” | steadfastly be- 
lieved this, as it behooves all good Catholics to do, until 
yesterday, when through the medium of friendly offices 1 
was redeemed from the hell of Raymond Street jail, for 
hell it is if there is such on earth—burning, blaz.ng, blue 
hell—ingering, loathsome, lurid hell. When I passed in 
through the gate Dante's Inferno flashed upon my mind, 
and in faney * saw that ominous scroll above the portal, 

‘All ye who enter here leave hope behind.” While Il 
was there one man, a burglar sentenced to 40 years, 
tried to hang himself and was only cut down in the nick 
of time; another, a madman, paced up and down the 
corridor in front of my cell in a strait-jacket; two 
others suffering from delirium tremens made day = 
night hideous with their cries and imprecations. Oh, 
is a fearful, a wonderful place! There were some 100 
odd prisoners there altogether, some serving sentences 
ef a few days, others as much as six months, but ail, 
as far as 1 could learn, old-timers. 

The accommodations are ineffective and wretched. 
The food is very poor, and the facilities for cleanlincss 
and health utterly incomplete, and as a result the place 
is alive with vermin. Every stone in it is a standing 
threat to the health of Brooklyn. I sat up all night 
rather than lie upon the blanket furnished me, until 
finally I persuaded my cell-mate to have us take it down 
in the morning at washing time (there is no soap provyid- 
ed except a slime called soft soap) and cleanse it. This 
we did by placing it in a dirty bathtub and scalding it, 
afterwards placing it over the steam pipes to dry out. 
People will say, “Well, what do you expect a prison to 
be—the Waldorf?” and to such idiots | would answer, 
“No, 1 do not expect a prison to be the Waldorf, but I 
would expect it to be not only strict and regular, but, 
above all, clean.” Why, to that crowd of debased, tat- 
terdemalion wretches the greatest punishment — that 
could possibly accrue would be cleanliness. It is, as I 
have said, an extraordinary place. I saw a boy there 
with a face, head and hair that Raphael might have 
painted for a cherub, and that night while the maniacs I 
have mentioned were yelling I heard a man sing, sweet 
as atti, brave as Mario, the delicious ballad of “Annie 
Laurie.” Above the shouts of the crazy men and the 
calls and profanity of the other inmates rose those su- 
perb tones until my eyes filled with tears at the sacri- 
lege of introducing into such a place the tenderness and 
pathos, the dew and the flowers of the braes of Maxwel- 
ton. 

Another man, a Frenchman, on the upper tier, sang 
selections from “Tambour Major” with an audacious 
light-heartedness that fairly made me sick, winding op 
with “Voila! la Sabre,” from “La Grande Duchesse,” 
till I could have strangled him. And this amid all their 
own and others’ wretchedness and misery. How, in 
heaven’s name, under such conditions, can they do it? 
Of the keepers I have nothing to say. They scem to 
depute most of their work to fellows called “trusties,” 
but for the little I saw of them they seem to be decent 
men enough. They have church service there two or 
three times a week. Out of curiosity | went down on 
Tuesday night and it was perfectly marvelous how qu et 
and orderly the assembled reprobates were. Of course, 
it meant getting out of their cells for an hour or so, and 
perhaps that was the cause, yet over a score of them 
joined in the singing, and when the preacher asked, “Who 
wants to be saved?” fourteen (I counted them) held up 
their hands—and precious dirty hands they were. It 
was at that service I first saw Raphael's cherub, who, by 
the way, did not “want to be saved,” but sat there mak- 
ing as much annoyance as he covertly could, and with a 
tine, Ingersollian contempt of salvation. 

But no doubt all this makes you tired, and yet, how- 
ever, a most interesting article might be written on it 
if any man were brave enough to cross the Styx and vis- 
it Hades for a week, although it would take a Sue or 
Zola, a Dickens or Hugo to do it full justice. Further- 
more, he should go in that historic conveyance yelept 
the “Black Maria” and not in the train of the Board of 
Prison Directors, or whatever they call themselves, if 
he wanted to focus his X-rays properly upon the matter. 
I may do it, or try to do it, myself one of these days, but 
not just yet; no, not till I have learned again how te 
sleep and eat. 

Here, certainly, is an abuse calling for correction. As 
it is beyond our province, we submit the case to that 
good Brooklyn knight, Sir Clair McKelway, who is ever 
ready to put lance in rest to right a wrong.

A paper on Gen. Nathl. Lyon and his compaign in Mis- 
rouri in 1861, read before the Ohio Commandery, Mil. 
O. L. L., by Bvt. Brig. Gen. Wm. M. Wherry, U. 8. 
Vols., Capt. 6th Inf., and Bvt. Col. U. 8S. A., has ap- 
peared in pamphlet form. It is an interesting chapter in 
the history of the part taken by the regular Army in 
the war of the rebellion—a history which will, we hope, 
some day be written in full. Gen. Wherry, as an A. D. 
C,. on the staff of Gen. Lyon, was a participant in the 
scenes he describes so graphically. Altogether, his pa- 
per is one of the most interesting of the many contrib- 
uted to the archives of the Military Order of the Loyal 
Legion. 


In a letter to the editor of the “Journal” Maj. Ed- 
mond G. Fechét, 6th Cav., says: “Some time ago I 
heard the following story of Gen. P. H. Sheridan from 
a former oflicer of the 3d Michigan Cay. It seems that 
when that regiment first went out it was without a Col- 
onel, and the officers had an idea that they would like 
an officer of the regular Army to fill the vacancy. At 
this time the regiment was in St. Louis, and, hearing 
that a regular officer by the name of Sheridan was in the 
city, and that he wanted the command of a regiment, a 
committee was appointed to go to the city and see him, 
or, as the narrator expressed it, to take Sheridan’s 
measure. On the return of the committee the officers 
assembled to hear their report, which was as follows: 
‘Well, we went up and saw Mr. Sheridan. He is a 
short, red-faced Irishman, and don’t seem to amount to 
much. We do not think that he would do for Colonel of 
our regiment.’ The gentleman who told me this story 
gave the names of other officers of the regiment who, he 
said, could vouch for its truth.” 


Senator Chandler, in a recent attack upon the extra- 
vagant expenses of the United States Senate compared 
the pay roll of the Senate employees with the expenses 
of the Military Academy at West Point. That bill car- 
ries an appropriation of $392,439 for the pay roll and 
current and ordinary expenses, including the salary of 
315 cadets, at $540 a year each. The Naval Academy 
bill carries an appropriation for like purposes of $365,- 
618. These expenses, Mr. Chandler says, include 
all the expenditures for the maintenance of the schools, 
except the salaries of the military and naval officers on 
duty.

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SOME FRENCH NOTES. 


This year’s autumn maneuvers in France will jp 
carried out by two army corps—the 12th and 17th, 
They will first operate against each other and the 
together against an indicated enemy. 

The French have introduced into their field artillery 
a heavy howitzer, caliber 4.7”. It is intended to destroy 
the enemy’s intrenchments by means of a commoy 
shell charged with melinite. Shrapnel is also to hyp 
fired from it. 

The “France Militaire” of Jan. 8 contains an artic 
advocating the substitution of the revolver for the 
saber. Referring to our experience in the civil war. 
the writer says: “Gen. Sherman decidedly preferres 
the revolver to the saber; his opinion is still share 
by all American officers.” In substantiation of this jp. 
teresting assertion he quotes Maj. Hall, of our Army, as 
saying: “If two horsemen, one armed with the sabe; 
or lance, and the other with the revolver, approach 
each other from a distance of 100 yards, it is evident 
that the first will be disabled before he has made yy 
of his white weapon.” 

The French cavalry have been experimenting with , 
saddle tree made of aluminum, the weight of which 
is one-third that of their wooden tree. The result js 
said to have been very satisfactory. 

The French, in their recent campaign in Madagascar, 
lost 6,000 men by death from disease. The aggregaw 
of loss in action was 24 killed and 94 wounded. 

The revision of the map of France, which is to take 
place next summer, is the work of military officers of 
different arms of the service. According to a circulay 
from the French War Department these officers must, 
as nearly as possible fulfil the following conditions 
(1) Read the form of the ground from a map, so as tw 
be able to orient themselves everywhere without difi 
culty; (2) be good draughtsmen; (3) have good sight 
and robust health, so as to be able to live four months 
in the epen air under conditions of some discomfort 
(conditions de confortable médiocres); (4) be sufficiently 
inured to marcing to make without difficulty from 12 
to 18 miles a day; (5) have the qualities of order an 
conscientiousness necessary to verify faithfully the 
details of the map, and the indispensable tact to obtain 
from the various agents or functionaries all useful in- 
formation. The work is to last about four months, 
The officers taking part in it will rejoin their corps 
about the end of August, in order to take part in the 
maneuvers. The actual work is done on foot. (nly 
chiefs, or superintendents, are allowed to have their 
horses. The revision of the map is an excellent scliool- 
ing for Lieutenants and young Captains. It gives 
them a coup d’e@il and a technical experience that 
proves useful to them throughout their careers, «ni 
makes them in campaigns or in maneuvers valuable 
assistants to headquarters. 

“Souvenirs militaires d’un officier du Premier Em- 
pire (1795-1832)” par J. N. A. Noél, Colonel d'Artillerie, 
will be read with satisfaction by any one interested 
in the study of Napoleon as a soldier or as a man. It is 
especially instructive as indicating the temper and dispo 
sition of a portion, at least, of Napoleon’s Army on 
certain occasions. We quote a few instances: ‘The 
campaign of Wagram is our last successful campaign 
All snbsequent ones are unsuccessful, and solely as the 
fault of our Emperor, our misfortunes are deserved, one 
must admit.” “I leave Germar~ without regret, happ) 
to return to France. I like my profession of soldier. 
but I was happier fighting for our independence than in 
taking part in wars of conquest.” “We are going to 
fight the Spaniards, who have been our faithful allies. 
to impose upon them a foreign king, whom they do not 
want; we who rose against the coalitions because the; 
wanted to meddle in our affairs.” The author pays 4 
high tribute to the military talent of Massena. 


The “Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette” says of 
the English Volunteers what applies equally well to our 
own State troops: ‘““What good is an army without cav- 
alry, ‘its eyes and ears’? It would be like a ‘daily’ that 
discarded telephone and telegram; it would always get 
its news too late. What use is an army without artil- 
lery? It would simply stand up to be shot at at long 
range without a chance of replying, and then with its 
morale shaken, could never deliver an assault or repel an 
attack with any chance of success. And last, but not 
least, how can an army either live or move, even wit! 
all our network of railways, without an efficient and or- 
ganized transport and supply? For these three branches 
of an army the extra thousands are wanted, and to spend 
annually £1,000,000 on the volunteer infantry army with- 
out providing them also with the above details, is simply 
wasting money. Twenty thousand infantry soldiers de 
not constitute an army corps; they are a very essential 
part of it, but without their 84 guns, their 400 cavalry, 
their complement of engineers, their army service corps 
companies, and supply details, and their field hospitals 
and bearer companies, they are as absolutely unfit to 
take the field against any European troops as a one 
armed man would be to box a professional ‘bruiser.’ ”

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FOREIGN NATIONALISM. 

Emotional patriotism seems to be epidemic in Europe 
just now, and sometimes manifests itself in ludicrous 
ways, as in Lord Dunraven’s case. The del.berate and 
lispassionate judgment of Americans is that that noble- 
min went beyond the bounds of decency and reserve 
necessary to human intercourse and debased the fair 
pursuit of sport by his conduct, but his government 
murks the occasion of his merited rebuke by the New 
York Yacht Club by giving him a prominent office. The 
filibuster, Jamison, is followed by enthusiastic crowds in 
Lowlon, and even the privates of his command are 
cheered by the brokers in the Stock Exchange. In 
two instances the English follow their usual 
curse of making a hero of any countryman who se- 
ures the disapproval of foreigners. ‘The trait is mer- 
torious in its way, but when practiced too blindly it is 
wrtauin to be ridiculous at times. 

At present the most marked outburst of emotional 
uitionalism is seen in Spain. It was inevitable that 
the course of Congress on the Cuban question should 
« distasteful to the Spanish and they have shown their 
feeling by that form of popular demonstration known 
is mob violence. The action of the mob before the 
Am rican Consulate in Barcelona is matched by war 
talk in the newspapers, and the populace of the Spanish 
rities appears to be furious. The excitement rises to the 
wint of genuine humor in the threats to arm a fleet of 
privateers and sweep our commerce from the ocean! 
That has been done already, and, partly, in consequence 
f the eager unfriendliness of Spain thirty-five years 
so. In the interests of international sport, we should 
rnther like to watch the operations of rival Spanish and 
\merican fleets of privateers. There are plenty of men

The decided stand taken by Congress is, of course, dis- 
issed throughout Europe, and the result, as usual, 


when a question of importance in American affairs 
omes up, has been to plunge the English papers into 
the “silly season” out of its proper time. What can be 
the meaning of this precious bit of Dogberryism from 
the St. James Gazette? 

“The American retort that Lincoln’s government is as 
gzool as Christina’s in Cuba is a bad and dangerous 
argument which may carry the United States a long 
way. ‘The Cubans, no doubt, have not been well gov- 
‘tned and suffer much from an administration which 
s often lax and not too honest.” 

We would like to know “what American it is who has 
risen up to declare that Lincoln’s government” is “as 
sod as Christina’s in Cuba!’ The second half of this 
quotation’ is an admission that the United States have 
sulstantial reasons for the recognition of the Cubans 
‘side from those natural and inevitable political sym- 
jthies to which we adverted in a recent article. A na- 
tion which is by virtue of its geographical situation in- 
‘vitably drawn into intimate relations of commerce with 
the colony of another nation has the right to insist that 
the affairs of that colony shall be so administered that 
ts presence may not be necessarily detrimental to its 
eighbor’s interests and offensive to its sympathies. In 
Jefault of such consideration a strong nation has no ob- 
igation of maintaining peaceful relations with the for- 
ign power, but may make war to seize the colony, when- 
ever it sees fit. 

Another English paper, the “Globe,” says: “It would 
be quite profitless, of course, to remind the Chauvinist 
Senators how keen was American indignation at the 
time of the civil war at the idea of a foreign nation 
according belligerent rights to the rebels.” 
This is another instance of English 


ignorance of 


American feeling. We don’t say that they should un- 
derstand us, and don’t care whether they do, but they 
should either cease to pour out a stream of criticism or 
find out the facts which they propose to criticise. There 
was a time when the splendid energy of the Southerners 
and the successes it brought made their recognition just 
and proper. We acknowledged this willingly at the 
time and have always acknowledged it. Our complaint 
was, and is, that the Spanish and English governments 
gave recognition when it was not merited and when it 
served to show that those powers were willing to en- 
courage rebellion in order to secure the destruction of 
a rival. 

The New York “World” of March 7 publishes a re- 
markable dispatch from Canovas Del Castillo, Prime 
Minister of Spain, in which he declares with great ap- 
parent frankness the policy of the Spanish Government 
with reference to Cuba and the United States. Senor 
Castillo states that Spain has taken no official cogni- 
zance of the action of our Senate with reference to 
Ouba, and it has not sounded the European powers or 
courts regarding their support in any form, and that it 
has made no war preparations by equipping the fleet 
of warships and trans-Atlantic steamers to chase fili- 
busters and to guard the coasts of Cuba, and finally 
that it has suppressed with a stern hand the disturb- 
ances among Spanish students directed against the 
United States, which are believed to be prompted by 
advanced Republicans. Senor Castillo says: ‘“‘We have 
ordered the Madrid, Granada, Barcelona and Valencia 
universities closed, and we will close all universities, 
schools and establishments whose students dare to make 
demonstrations hostile to the United States.’’ In other 
words, the Spanish Prime Minister declares unreserved- 
ly the desire of his Government to preserve cordial rela- 
tions with America. He shows that to accept foreign 
mediation, however amicable, would have the appear- 
ance of submitting to dictation, and that the recognition 
of Cuban belligerency would make it impossible to ac- 
cept our good offices. He tells us that the charges 
against Gen. Weyler are the result of misapprehension, 
due to mis-statements of facts. Finally Senor Castillo 
says: “We cannot admit that the slightest ground exists 
for the recognition of the belligerency of the Cuban in- 
surgents, whose so-called President, the Marquis of 
Santa Lucia, and the members of his executive council 
are nomads, like the rebel bands, ever on the move. 
For instance, they were nearly surprised and captured 
this week by a Spanish column in the province of Las 
Villas.” 


Efforts are being made to resume the color question in 
the Army. The prime mover apparently in the matter is 
Iion. John M. Langston, a colored resident of Washing- 
ton, D. C., who has been a member of Congress and who 
represented the United States in Hayti. Langston called 
at the War Department on Tuesday last and laid com- 
plaint before Gen. Miles as to the treatment of the col- 
ored troops in the past. He said that they had been in 
some instances illtreated by their officers, and the De- 
partment had not acted properly in regard to them, as it 
had given them the most undesirable stations in the 
Army and had kept them at these places without change. 
He thought that something should be done for the col- 
ored men; that they should be treated as fairly as the 
white troopers. Mr. Langston is evidently laboring un- 
der a misapprehension. Reports which have been re- 
ceived at the Department attest the fact that the men 
composing the 24th and 25th Regts. are thoroughly well 
satisfied with their condition and have no complaint to 
make against any of the officers attached to these regi- 
ments. On the other hand, the officers have made many 
flattering reports upon their commands, and these re- 
ports have been confirmed by inspections which have 
been made by officers of the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment. The popularity of Army life with the colored race 
is best shown by the fact that there are seldom any va- 
cancies in the colored regiments, and when any do occur 
they are rapidly filled by the best material the negro race 
affords. As far as discipline goes, the 24th and 25th 
Regts. are in a highly efficient state, and otherwise are 
in splendid condition. The War Department would most 
certainly have knowledge of any illtreatment of enlisted 
men by their officers, and the fact that no information of 
this kind is at hand indicates that Mr. Langston’s infor- 
mation is erroneous. As to the question of transferring 
the 24th Regt., this is a matter which is being given at- 
tention by Gen. Miles. The 24th has been a long time 
in the Southwestern portion of the country, and Gen. 
Miles and the other officials of the War Department are 
anxious to give it a choicer station. The 25th will not 
be changed this year at least, as the authorities say it is 
now in a very good station. They do not anticipate, 
therefore, that any movement of this command will be 
made for some time. 


The proposed parade of the Blue and the Gray in New 
York City, July 4, does not meet with full favor from 
either Blue or Gray. It is regarded by many as a scheme 
for advertising some of those active in the project. Ina 
letter to the New York “Tribune” John T. Dickson, an 
ex-member of Mosby’s cavalry, says: “Gen. Ivan N. 
Walker and others of the Grand Army of the Republic 
have the hearty concurrence of every self-respecting ex- 
Confederate in this city, and especially of the majority of 
the members of the Confederate Veteran Camp, of New 
York, in opposing a joint ‘Blue and Gray’ parade. No 
valid reason has been given of the wisdom or policy of 
such a parade, and, on the contrary, the whole affair is 
suspicious of a grand advertising scheme for the vanity 
and benefit of a few. At the moment Gen. Lee surren- 
dered his sword to Gen. Grant every Confederate prac- 


tically doffed his gray uniform forever and enrolled him- 
self as a loyal civilian.” An ex-Confederate is welcome 
in every gathering of Union soldiers, and the Union sol- 
diers are always received with hospitality at the South, 
but the appearance of the soldiers of the two armies in 
uniform in a joint parade is out of place. The complete- 
ness of the reconciliation between the two sections was 
illustrated by a dispute we recently listened to at Oar- 
lisle, Pa., where a gentleman of that town was engaged 
in discussion with a Virginian gentleman he had invited 
to his club in company with Fitz Hugh Lee, who on the 
occasion of his last appearance at Carlisle had planted a 
shell in the wali of the house occupied by his entertainer. 
The subject of dispute was the best whisky. The Penn- 
sylvania gentleman insisted that it came from Virginia, 
and the Virginian declared that the whisky from Penn- 
sylvania was much better. They settled the discussion 
by trying both brands. 





The daily papers are doing much mischief by their at- 
tempts to show that Lieut. Clarence BE. Lang, 2d Arrt., 
has been made the victim of social ostracism and perse- 
cution because he married the daughter of an enlisted 
man, and that he is anxious to retire from the service 
on account of the treatment he is receiving. Aside from 
the advice that personal friends may venture to give in 
such matters, no attempt is made in the Army to recu- 
late another’s domestic relations. In this particular in- 
stance we are able to say most emphatically that there 
is no truth in the statements to the contrary. Lieut. 
Lang, who was graduated in 1894, is a young officer of 
fine ability and is devoted to his profession. He has 
been on duty at but one post since graduation and he has 
been treated at that post with the utmost consideration 
and kindness. From our personal knowledge of nearly 
all of the officers with whom he has been associated since 
he entered upon duty we are enabled to give positive con- 
tradiction to the erroneous allegations made by the press 
against Lieut. Lang’s brother officers. He remained on 
duty several months after joining and then his health 
began to break down and in July, 1895, he went on sick 
leave and so remained until early in January last. He 
then returned to duty, but in a few weeks it was found 
by the medical officers that his physical condition, added 
to nervous temperament, had not improved, nay, was 
worse, and that in ordinary course his case was one for 
a retiring board. This and nothing more, and the whole 
story of ostracism and persecution is made out of whole 
cloth, as can be officially vouched for if necessary. 





The expected deficiency in the pay of the Army for 
the present fiscal year is now confronting the Paymaster 
General and the War Department, and steps are being 
taken to prevent the repetition of last year’s occurrence, 
when Secretary Lamont found it necessary to pay offi- 
cers’ salaries out of his own pocket. The deficiency 
amounts to something like $400,000, and Secretary La- 
mont intends to ask Congress to appropriate this sum to 
cover it. As has been stated in the “Journal,” the War 
Department officials have felt certain that a deficiepcy 
of this amount would appear before the end of the fiscal 
year. The parsimony of the last Congress is responsible 
for this condition. Fears are entertained by the War 
Department officials that the present Army aporopria- 
tion biN does not appropriate a large enough sum to pay 
the Army during the next fiscal year, and the probabili- 
ties, therefore, are that at the next session the Depurt- 
ment will find it necessary to call upon Congress to 
make another deficiency existing in the pay of the Aemy. 


It is not likely that there will be any more appoint. 
ments of hospital stewards for some time to come. The 
Army appropriation bill, which has just become a law. 
contains a provision placing the number of hospital stew- 
ards to be allowed at 100. There are now 107 of these 
non-commissioned officers, and until the number fulls 
belew 100 no further appointments can be made. The 
Medical Department does not believe it will be em- 
barrassed by the action of Congress in placing a thnit 
on the number of its stewards, as it will be able to use 
acting hospital stewards if occasion for their use is re- 
quired. 


In his remarks before the French special Parliamen- 
tary Commission of Inquiry Adml. Fournier said: ““Wis- 
dom should order us to abandon as soon as possible the 
construction of these ruinous mastodon battleships. The 
type of war vessel most useful is that of the triple-screw 
vessel Dupuy de Léme. The naval battle of the Yalu 
proved the truth of the following conclusions: (1) The 
capital advantage of speed. (2) The superiority of rapid- 
fire guns over heavy guns. (3) The uselessness of heavy 
armor. We should insist upon speed, which is the weap- 
on par excellence of modern warships.” 


The paper read by Wm. H. Jaques, late U. 8. N., be- 
fore the Royal United Service Institution, Nov. 13, 1895, 
and before alluded to here, appears in the “Journal of 
the Institute” for February. The lecturer exhibited over 
80 stereopticon views representing all the operations of 
the production of gun steel and shafting, army and navy 
gun shops with their equipment, comparisons of steam- 
ships and cruisers, torpedo boat destroyers, the bearing 
of yacht design on naval construction, accompanied by 
an elaborately detailed explanation of methods and oper- 
ations. 


The “Statist” says that if Italy confesses that she 
has been beaten by the Abyssinians and withdraws her 
troops from Abyssinia, her finances, though they will be 
worse for the money spent, will not be in a hopeless 
condition. If she decides to restore her prestige, it will 
involve the expenditure of £24,000,000, and the natiou 
will untimately sink beneath the overwhelming burden.

Advices from San Francisco, Cal, Mareh 11, an- 
nounce that the court martial in the cases of Laeuts.

A bill has been introduced in Congress at the request 
of the Interior Department to amend the laws so as to 
conduct the process for the arrest of an Indian through 
the Indian Agent with officer in charge of the reserva- 
tion. The bill was the result of a question arising in 
consequence of the recent shooting of an Indian in Ari- 
zona by a civilian posse which had arrested him and 
from which he had escaped. The Assistant Attorney 
General for the Interior Department declared the right 
of the civilian posse to go on ‘a reservation and arrest an 
Indian, and to prevent conflicts which might possibly re- 
sult from such action in future the authorities thought 
it desirable to amend the laws so as to place the burden 
of making the arrest upon the officers in charge of reser- 
vations. Hence the bill. 

To legalize the practice which the Comptroller has de- 
clared to be illegal, the Senate Committee has reported 
favorably a bill which provides that the Secretary of 
the Navy be, and he is hereby, authorized to permit of- 
ficers of the Navy and the Marine Corps to make al- 
lotments from their pay, under such regulations as he 
may prescribe, for the support of their families or rela- 
tives, for their own savings, or for other proper pur- 
poses, during such time as they may be absent at sea, 
on distant duty, or under other circumstances warrant- 
ing such action. 

Senator Faulkner has given notice of his intention to 
offer an amendment to the Navy Appropriation bill, di- 
recting the Secretary of the Navy to contract with the 
John P. Holland Torpedo Boat Company of New York 
for six submarine toipedo boats of the Holland type. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
favorably the bill authorizing the Secretary of War to 
loan ordnance and ordnance stores for military instruc- 
tion in high schools. 

The bill to pay a pension of $30 per month to the wid- 
ow of the late Ely S. Parker, formerly Lieutenant Col- 
onel and military secretary to Gen, Grant, has been fa- 
vorably reported. 

Mr. Pritchard has introduced in the House, by request, 
a proposed amendment to the Army Appropriation bill, 
appropriating $250,000 for the purchase of the Lewis 
Range and Position Finder, as recommended by the 
Board on Ordnance and Fortification and approved by 
the Secretary of War Feb. 8, 1896. Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs. 

Secretary Lamont has sent to the Senate a letter giv- 
ing an adverse opinion on the bill reviving the grade of 
Lieutenant General for the benefit of Maj. Gen. Miles. 
He reviews the record of the officers who in the past 
have been honored by this high office, and intimates 
that in his opinion the same reasons for reviving the 
grade do not at present prevail. There is a strong senti- 
ment among members of the Committees on Military Af- 
fairs in favor of reviving the grade of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral permanently for the commanding General of the 
Army. This is what should be done. The grade should 
go with the office. 

The House has passed the bill to improve the mer- 
chant marine engineer service, and to increase the effi- 
ciency of the Naval Reserve. 

The Senate Military Committee has resorted adversely 
on the bill to give retired officers of the Army the same 
rank, pay and emoluments they would have received 
provided they had been promoted according to their 
entire length of commissioned service in the regular and 
volunteer Armies. 

The House Committee on Invalid Pensions has report- 
ed favorably the bill which has passed the Senate to 
pension Mrs. Eleanor Carroll Poe, widow of the late 
Gen. O. M. Poe, with an amendment reducing the rate 
of the pension from $100 to $50 per month; also the bill 
to pension Mrs. Helen Larned, widow of the late Maj. 
Frank H. Larned, U. 8S. Art. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs is still 
holding back the Naval Appropriation bill, and it will not 
be reported to the House betore next week. The con- 
test in the committee is over the increase of the Navy. 
The majority of the committee is in favor of six battle- 
ships, but the minority is still trying to bring about a 
compromise on a smaller number. 

Senator Sewell, of New Jersey, has introduced in the 
Senate a bill prepared by the War Department at his re- 
quest, increasing and equalizing the pay ot non-commus- 
sioned officers of the Army. The biil provides that all ser- 
geant majors, all quartermaster sergeants and all Ist 
sergeants of artillery, cavalry and intantry shall receive 
$34 per month; that all other sergeants of artillery, cay- 
alry and infantry shall receive $25 per month, and that 
all corporals of artillery, cavalry and infantry shall re- 
ceive $18 per month. ‘The bill does not provide for any 
increased pay for length of service or for re-enlistment, 
and is defective in this respect. Under it a corporal 
serving the last year of his first enlistment would receive 
no more than under the present law, and during his sec- 
ond and subsequent enlistments he would receive less 
than under the present law. With an amendment pro- 
viding for increased pay for coutinued service and re-en- 
listment, the bill would be of still greater benefit to the 
Army thanif passed in its present form. The Secretary 
of War has sent to Senator Sewell a memorandum heart 
ily approving the bill, and it is the intention of the Sena- 
tor to call it up in the Committee on Military Affairs as 
soon as possible and secure an early report upon it. 
The arguments which will be urged in favor of the bill 
are that it will offer inducements for a better class of 
men to enlist in the Army, and will make the positions 
of non-commissioned officers more attractive to soldiers 
and tend to improve the personnel and the discipline of 
the Army to a great degree. The non-commissioned offi- 
cers under the present law do not receive pay commen- 
surate with the responsibilities imposed upon them and 
the important duties which they perform. ‘The proposed 
law will give them better pay and make the places prizes 
which every good soldier will aim to secure. Gen. Doe, 
the Assistant Secretary of War, is highly gratified that 
Senator Sewell has taken this step, as he has earnestly 
favored increased pay for the enlisted men, and two 
years ago urged upon the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee the necessity of such action. He talked strongly 
to the “Journal” correspondent about the matter a few 
days ago. and it is evident that when the bill goes to 
the War Department for its views it will receive a very 
favorable indorsement. 





Bills Before Congress. 


S. R. 98—Mr. Pritchard: That the distinctive badge 
adopted by the Sons of Veterans, United States of Amer- 
ica, may be worn, in their own right, upon all public oc- 
casions of ceremony, by officers and enlisted men of the 
Army and Navy of the United States who are members 
of said organization. 

S. 2,301—Mr. Hale: This is another bill to establish 
experimental engineering stations in connection with col- 
leges. 

S. 2460—Mr. Turpic: That in cases where pensions 
have been granted under the general law, or by special 
act of Congress, for wounds or disabilities incurred or 
contracted in the line of duty in the late war of the re- 














bellion, the rate for the -disability or disabilities for 
which pensioned shall be not less than $30 per month, 
whenever it shall appear by the records that the pen- 
sioner was attached to and on board of any war vessel 
of the United States at any time during an engagement 
with the enemy during the late war of the rebellion, and 
that for said engagement the otlicers and crew of said 
war vessel received the thanks of the then Secretary of 
the Navy for gallantry and endurance: Provided, That 
nothing in this act shall be so construed as to deprive 
any pensioner of a higher rate of pension to which he 
may be entitled under existing laws. 

S. 2,404—Mr. Gallinger: That upon the considera- 
tion of any application for a pension under any law of 
the United States, the fact that the applicant was ac- 
cepted and mustered into the military or naval service of 
the United States shall be taken and held as satisfactory 
proof that such applicant was of sound body and mind 
at the time he was so accepted and mustered, 

S. 2,407—Mr. Gallinger: That in any application for 
a pension under the act of Congress approved June 27, 
1890, where it is shown that the soldier or sailor on ac- 
count of whose service such pension is asked dies or has 
died without having received an honorable discharge 
from such service, and without having by his own mis- 
conduct forfeited his right to receive an honorable dis- 
charge, such want of an honorable discharge shall not 
debar the applicant from receiving the benefits of said 
law upon complying with the other requirements there- 
of: Provided, That no charge of desertion is standing 
against said soldier or sailor upon the records of the War 
or Navy Department. 

S. 2,420—Mr. Sewell: That on and after the first day 
of July, 1806, the pay per month of the following non 
commissioned officers of the line of the Army shall be 
as follows: Sergeant major, artillery, cavalry and in- 
fantry, $34; regimental quartermaster sergeant, artil- 
lery, cavalry and infantry, $34; Ist sergeant, artillery, 
eavalry and infantry, $34; sergeant, artillery, cavalry 
and infantry, $25; corporal, artillery, cavalry and in- 
fantry, $18. 

H. R. 138—Mr. Bartholdt: That hereafter no enlisted 
man in the service of the United States, the Army and 
Navy, respectively, whether a non-commissioned officer, 
musician or private, shall be detailed, ordered or per- 
mitted to leave his post to engage in any pursuit, busi- 
ness or performance in civil hfe for emolument, hire, or 
otherwise, when the same shall interfere with the cus- 
tomary employment and regular engagement of local 
civilians in their respective arts, trades or professions. 

Kk. 6,615—Mr. Walsh: Appropriates $200,000 for 
the construction of a torpedo boat destroyer, after plans 
described in letters patent issued to R. B. Painton Novy. 
248, 1893, so far as relatcs to the motive power of such a 
vessel, which is a combination of electricity and steam 
power. Committee on Naval Affairs. 

H. R. 6,618—Mr. Griffin: Amends existing law so as 
to authorize the proper accounting officers of the Treas- 
ury to examine into, ascertain and determine the value 
of and pay for private property belonging to officers and 
enlisted men of the military service of the Jnited States, 
which subsequently to the Sth day of November, 1893, 
was or may hereafter be lost or destroyed in the mili- 
tary service, when such loss or destruction is without 
fault or negligence on the part of the claimant. This 
act shall not apply to losscs sustained in time of war or 
hostilities with ictime and the Lability of the govern- 
ment shall be limited to such articles of personal prop- 
erty as the Secretary of War, in his discretion, shall de- 
cide to be reasonable, useful, necessary and proper for 
such officer or soldier while in quarters engaged in the 
public service in the line of duty. Claims considered un- 
der this act must be presented to the Secretary of War 
within two years after the occurrence of the loss or de- 
struction.

REDUCTION OF NAVAL OFFICERS BY FILES. 


New York, March 9, 1896. 
To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal’: 

A question arises in connection with the recent order 
of the Navy Department that a court-martial shall sen- 
tence an officer “to be reduced a certain number of 
files” in his grade, which seems to me open to discus- 
sion. The result of such a sentence is two-fold. While 
it degrades a convicted officer a definite number of files. 
it also promotes those below whom he is placed one 
number, One effect is as exactly as affirmative as the 
other, and is as much the direct consequence of the 
action of the court-martial as the other. 

Is it quite logical that, because A has committed a 
fault, B, C and D should be rewarded and _ profit there- 
by? Is it not equally illogical that only B, C and D 
should profit thereby and not E, F and G, and so on, 
through the entire list? 

Of course, where the sentence is that the convicted 
officer shall retain his present number in his grade for 
a definite length of time, the same result may occur; 
but, as the order admits, it does not necessarily occur; 
and it is not logically the immediate consequence of that 
sentence; nor is it prescribed thereby, nor does it in 
any case happen, unless the appointing and promoting 
power wills it to happen. I do not understand that the 
President is compelled to fill a vacancy in a higher 
grade from the holders of a lower grade; or, even if he 
should make such a nomination that the Senate is com- 
pelled to confirm it. ; 

Therefore, if other officers pass above a suspended 
officer, that is due to the direct selective action of the 
appointing power, affirmatively exercised in its discre- 
tion. But can a court-martial thus promote? What rule 
is to govern it in choosing the number of files, below 
which a convicted officer is to be placed? Might not 
the element of personal benefit to some one of these files 
come into consideration? 

Suppose, for example, the elevation of one number to 
au man near the top of the grade may involve the differ- 
ence of his being retired as a Commodore or a Rear 
Admiral. Suppose that if the convicted officer is placed 
below No. 4 instead of below No. 3, the necessary course 
of events will result in No. 4 being retired in the highest 
rank, and suppose that No. 4 is an officer of especial 
personal influence (of course it will be said that courts- 
martial will never be influenced by such considerations, 
which is doubtless true; but so long as human nature is 
as it is, and so long as the reduction in number of 
files is arbitrary) may not imputations of bias or 
favoritism arise, however ill founded? 

Is it quite in accordance with public policy that a judi- 
cial tribunal should be placed subject to such possible 
inferences? Observe I am not defending the conditions 
sought to be remedied; nor denying for a moment that 
some remedy is necessary to meet the obvious injustice 
which the Department's order seeks to cure, but simply 
raising the query whether the expedient ordered is it- 
self free from difficulty. PARK BENJAMIN. 


ARMY ORGANIZATION AND PROMOTION. 


To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal”: 


The burden of much that appears in print concern- 
effect that if 


ing army reorgenization bills is to the 
Army otlicers were but united in advocating certain 
measures beneficial legislation would surely follow. 


Such statements read pleasantly enough, but can hardly 
be accepted as anything more than pleas in favor of cer- 
tain specific legislation which the writers think appro- 
priate from their point of view. On several important 
matters Army officers are united and unanimous, That 
there should be an increase in our military establishment 
is conceded by one and all. Should an increase be made 
each arm of the service is united in desiring that the 
vacancies that may arise as the result of that increase 
be confined to the arm of service increased. In other 
words, there is no objection to an increase in the artil- 
lery on the part of the other arms, nor is there any 
objection to an increase of the infantry or cavalry. If 
but one or two arms are increased there is decided oppo- 
sition to filling the vacancies from other arms or arms 
not increased; if the infantry is increased the vacancies 
should not be filled from the artiilery, or vice versa. 

The trouble with reorganization bills urged heretofore 
haus been in the provisoes concerning promotion. The 
same trouble is manifest in bills now pending before 
Congress. Reorganization bills and promotion schemes 
are not identical, although some officers think so. The 
rresent laws governing promotion are explicit enough 
vnd will apply to any reorganization bill unless there is 
un increase in the number of organizations. If, as is 
generally conceded, these promotion provisoes have pre- 
vented legislation in the past, why incorporate similar 
provisions in bills now offered? 

To show pointedly the objectionable features of the 
prominent bills now before Congress, take the Proctor 
bill (S. 1472); Section 12 of that bill reads: 

“That all original vacancies created or caused by this 
Act shall be filled by promotion according to seniority.” 

Section 14: 

“That after all original vacancies created or caused 
by this Act shall have been filled, future promotions 
in the several arms of cavalry, artillery and infantry 
shall be by seniority from the next lower grade in the 
said respective arms.” 

The operation of these provisions is that in the infan- 
try, the number of whose officers is increased by 36 
captains, the vacancies would be filled by 29 Ist Lieu- 
tenants of artillery and 7 Ist Lieutenants of infantry. 
The Hawley bill (S. 2202), said to have been formu- 
lated and indorsed by the War Department, provides: 

“Section 6. That all vacancies created or caused by 
this Act and all that may occur in the line of the Army 
after July 1, 1896, shall be filled by promotion according 
te seniority from the next lower grade in the several 
arms of cavalry, artillery or infantry, respectively, sub- 
ject to existing provisions of law governing examina- 
tions for promotion.” 

There are to-day 130 regimental 1st Lieutenants in the 
infantry, 87 in the artillery and 51 in the cavalry, a 
total of 268, or more than one-sixth of the line officers 
in the Army. Among these officers there exist many 
irregularities and anomalies in rank determined by the 
date of 1st Lieutenant commission. Officers of twenty 
years’ service are junior in rank to officers who entered 
the service five and six years later than they did. Par- 
ticular cases are even more remarkable: A Lieutenant 
commanding a company recommended one of his cor- 
porals for examination for promotion; the corporal 
passed and now ranks the officer who recommended 
him by several years in the grade of 1st Lieutenant. The 
injustice of the regimental system of promotion was 
recognized by Congress in the Act of October 1, 1890, 
by which 1st Lieutenants were expressly excluded from 
the operation of the lineal promotion then established, 
in order that the slow promotion of 2d Lieutenants 
might in a measure be overcome by shorter service and 
more raoid promotion of Ist Lieutenants, and_the in- 
equalities thus in part regulated by promoting Lieuten- 
ants to ecaptaincies in the regiments with which they 
were then identified. The provision above cited makes 
the present Ist Lieutenant rank the lineal rank, and en- 


tirely removes the chance of regimental promotion. The 
class of regimental Ist Lieutenant is wiped out. 

The Elkins’ (request) bill (S. 2004) provided for the 
reorganization of the infantry alone. It was formu- 
lated at Fort Leavenworth and widely circulated at 
the instigation of the Executive Committee of the In- 
fantry Society,. although the society had as a society 
nothing to do with it. It contains many admirable pro- 
visions, and comes nearer than any yet formulat in 
meeting the requirements of the service. Its provisions 
concerning promotion are: 

“Section 7. That all vacancies above the rank of 2d 
Lientenant created or caused by this Act shall be filled 
by promotion of officers now in the infantry arm of the 
service, according to existing laws governing promotions. 
All vacancies in the grade of 2d Lientenant created or 
Sn by this Act shall be filled as now prescribed by 
aw. 

“Section 8. That the organization herein prescribed 
shall be completed as rapidly as possible. All promo- 
og 5 by this Act shall date from the passage of 
the Act.” 

Like the Hawley bill, this bill provides for lineal pro- 
motion under present conditions. Regimental Ist Lieu- 
tenants become lineal 1st Lieutenants, notwithstanding 
the clause “according to existing laws governing promo- 
tions,” for the reason that “all promotions caused by this 
Act shall date from the passage of the Act.” 

In conclusion, it is hardly necessary to observe that 
“the old Adam” survives as strongly in Army officers 
as in other walks of life. The only solution, therefore, 
to the difficult questions of organization and promotion 
is to be found in equal and exact justice to all. A_pro- 
vision requiring promotion to the next higher grade to 
be by seniority according to length of service as a com- 
missioned officer, confined in all cases to the separate 
arms, and to date back in determining length of ser- 
vice, to the reorganization in 1866. INFANTRY. 


TO REORGANIZE THE NAVY ENGINEERS. 

The following bill has been introduced in the House: 

H. R. 7,089—Mr. Harmer: That there shall be al- 
lowed on the active list of commissioned engineers of the 
Navy 10 fleet engineers with the relative rank of captain; 
13 staff engineers with the relative rank of commander; 
25 chief engineers with the relative rank of lieutenant 
commander; 35 engineers with the relative rank of lieu- 
tenant; 22 engineers with the relative rank of lieutenant, 
junior grade; 20 assistant engineers with the relative 
rank of ensign, and a number of naval cadets as deter- 
mined by the following sections of this act: 

Sec. 2. That the titles of commissioned engineers now 
in the Navy shall be changed to those designated in this 
act for officers of the same relative rank: Provided, 
That nothing in this act shall be construed to reduce the 
relative rank or pay of engineer officers now on the ac- 
tive or retired list of the Navy: Provided, further, That 
until the number of officers in any grade shall be reduced 
to that designated in this act there shall be but one pro- 
motion to that grade, from the one next below, for every 
two vacancies in such grade: And provided, further, 
That until the number of commissioned engineers shall 
have been reduced to the number designated in this act 
the number of naval cadets annually appointed to the 
engineer division at the Naval Academy in accordance 
with present laws shall be calculated upon the basis of 
one-half the total number of casualties, resignations and 
retirements occurring annually in the grades of commis- 
sioned engineers of the Navy. 

See. 3. That, by reason of the appointment of warrant 
engineers in accordance with succeeding sections of this 
act, commissioned engineers shall be relieved from stand- 
ing engine room watches as soon as practicable, and that 
their duties shall thereafter be confined to designing, con- 
structing, inspecting and superintending steam machinery 
ashore and afloat in the Navy. 

Sec. 4. That a corps of warrant engineers, numbering 
not less than 150, shall be gradually formed by the ap- 
pointment to such rank of not more than 15 machinists 
annually, until the required number is reached. 

Sec. 5. That warrant engineers shall stand the engine- 
room watches on board ship and shall be assigned to the 
practical duties connected with the control and operation 
of machinery afloat and ashore in the Navy. 

Sec. 6. That as soon as a sutticient number of warrant 
engineers are available, by the provisions of this act, to 
stand engine-room watches at sea, the number of com- 
missioned engineers serving on board naval vessels shall 
be limited as follows: For ships of 2,000 tons displace- 
ment and less, not more than one; for ships exceeding 
2,000 and not exceeding 5,000 tons displacement, not 
more than two, and for ships exceeding 5,000 tons dis- 
placement, not more than three. 

Sec. 7. That the rules governing the appointment of 
warrant engineers shall be similar to those now govern- 
ing, or which may hereafter govern, the appointment of 
other warrant officers of the Navy: Provided, That the 
qualifications required for an appointment as warrant en- 
gineers shall not be of a scientific character: And pro- 
vided, further, That for a period of ten years after the 
passage of this act only machinists who are less than 
forty-five years of age shall be eligible for appointment 
as warrant engineer; and that no machinist between the 
ages of forty and forty-five years shall be eligible unless 
he has served continuously in the engineer department of 
the Navy since he was thirty-five years of age; and that 
no machinist less than forty years of age shall be eli- 
gible unless he has served continuously at least_ five 
years in the engineer department of the Navy: And pro- 
vided, further, That after a period of 10 years has 
elapsed from the date of passage of this act no machin- 
ist shall be eligible to appointment as warrant engineer 
unless he is less than thirty years of age and has served 
at least five years in the engineer department of the 
Navy. 

Sec. 8 That the rank, pay, emoluments and quarters 
of warrant engineers shall be the same as those of other 
warrant officers of the Navy; and that they shall have 
warrants duly signed by the President: And provided, 
further, That they shall be retired at the age of sixty- 
two years upon the same conditions as other warrant 
officers. 

Sec. 9. That any warrant engineer, petty officer, or 
enlisted man may be retired at his own request, with 
three-quarters of the pay of his grade, after twenty 
years’ continuous service afloat in the engineer depart- 
ment of the Navy. 

Sec. 10. That in case of necessity machinists may be 
assigned to stand engine-room watches on board ship, 
and a warrant engineer may, in addition to his other du- 
ties, act as chief engineer: Provided, That the pay of 
warrant engineers and machinists shall be increased 10 
per centum while performing such service. 

Sec. 11. That the Secretary of the Navy shall make 
all rules and regulations necessary to carry out the pro- 
visions of this act: T’rovided, That all acts or parts of 
acts conflicting with the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed, and that all laws not inconsistent with this act 
shall remain in force.

In the bi-monthly number of the “Journal of the U. 8. 
Artillery” appears the article on “Sea Coast Defenses,” 
by Col. Sanger, Asst. Chief of Artillery, New York, al- 
ready noticed here. We have also “Notes on Confeder- 
ate Artillery Service,” by Prof. M. W. Humphreys, Uni- 
versity of Virginia; ““Wind Components,” by Lieut. Al- 
bert Todd, 1st Art.; “General Ballistic Tables for Mor- 
tar Firing,” by Capt. Jas. M. Ingalls, Ist Art.; “A Few 
Hints on Marching at Home and Abroad,” Maj. J. Hot- 
ham, R. H. (a reprint); professional notes and book no- 
tices. Prof. Humphreys says: “The Confederate am- 
munition was such that to fire over our own men was ex- 
tremely dangerous. I have seen casualties inflicted in 
this way repeatedly. In fact, our infantry, when posted 
in front of artillery, has been known to climb over a 
stone fence to the enemy’s side.” Casualties from the 
bursting short of shell that were fired over the heads of 
our men from batteries in their rear were not unknown 
to the Union forces during the war, as we can testify 
from experience. 





Capt. E. G. Fechét, 8th Cayv., who commanded the 
cavalry that reinforced the Indian police at the time that 
Sitting Bull was killed, Dec. 15, 1890, tells “the true 
story of the death of Sitting Bull” in the “Cosmopol- 
itan” for March. It is an interesting story, is well told, 
and receives additional interest from the portraits and il- 
lustrations added to the text, among them an excellent 
likeness of the gallant author himself. Capt. Fechét’s 
command consisted of Troop F, 8th Cav., Lieuts. 8. L. 
H. Slocum, M. F. Steele and 48 enlisted men; Troop G, 
Sth Cav., Capt. E. G. Fechét, Lieuts. E. H. Crowder, E. 
C. Brooks and 51 enlisted men, Capt. A. R. Chapin, 
Medical Officer, and Hosp. Stew. August Nickel, two In- 
dian scouts, Smell-the-Bear and Iron Dog, and Louis 
Primeau, guide and interpreter. The artillery, consist- 
ing of one Gatling gun with G Troop, and one Hotchkiss 
breech-loading steel rifle with F Troop, was under the 
immediate command of Lieut. Brooks. Capt. Fechét 
directs attention to the high value and importance of the 
service of the Indian police on that day and asks that 
the widows and orphans of their dead heroes—“Bull 
Head, Shave Head, Little Eagle, Afraid-of-Soldiers, 
John Armstrong, Hawkman and Middle”—should re- 
ceive pensions. 





The action of the Navy Department in deciding to 
bring the cruiser Newark North at this time has excited 
no little comment in naval circles. While admitting that 
the vessel was in need of a few repairs, the authorities 
up to a few weeks ago pooh-poohed the idea that the 
vessel should be brought home on their account. It is 
regarded in some quarters as an indication of the desire 
of the authorities to strengthen the North Atlantic 
Squadron so that there might be a good home defense in 
case of emergency. The Newark, even if placed out of 
commission, will not long remain out of active service. 
The repairs are not sufficient to cause her to remain tied 
up for any length of time. A close survey will be made 
upon her when she arrives home, and the question of put- 
ting her oat of commission will depend upon the report 
made by the survey board. A naval officer on duty at 
the Department, in speaking of the matter, said he would 
not be surprised if some of the ships of the Asiatic Squad- 
ron were not brought home via the Suez Canal. Mare 
Island influence is at work on the Department, and this 
may prevent the Department from carrying such a plan 
inte effect. The orders which have been issued to the 
Charleston, Concord and Petrel to return direct them to 
go to Mare Island.: These vessels have delayed their de- 
parture and it may be that the Department will finally 
decide to bring one of them at least to New York or 
Norfolk for repairs. The strengthening of the North 
Atlantic Squadron is necessarily giving rise to a great 
deal of comment, but is looked upon as a wise precaution 
in view of the inflammatory utterances being made in 
Congress and the excitement prevailing in Spain as a 
result. The authorities do not anticipate serious trouble, 
but they think it wise to be prepared for emergencies.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


S.—Utah became a State Jan. 4, 1896. 

M. Me asks: “Would the United States Government 
compensate owners of property in New York city for 
losses and damages to such preperty by a foreign enemy 
in case of war?—Answer.—The Guvecumnens does not 
insure the prooerty of its citizens any more than i, does 
the lives of its soldiers in time of war. 

E. L. K.—There will be a vacancy in the 7th District 
of Kansas for West Point in 1898. 

FORT RILEY.—Would the pay of a soldier discharged 
under G. O. 80, A. G. O., 1890, who re-enlists within 
limit, at the end of five years in all be same as if 
he had not taken his discharge, and would he _ there- 
after receive the additional $2 allowed to men having 
5 years’ continuous service. Answer.—Yes. 

G.—President Cleveland, prior to expiration of term, 
March 4, 1897, will have the following majorities in 
staff corps at his disposal: Two in the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department (Nov. 15, 1896, and Jan. 25, 1897) 
and one in the Pay Department (Jan. 7, 1897). 

HONOLULU.—The use of the front sight cover with 
the Buffington sight is authorized in record practice and 
in competitions, but is seldom used, the men claiming 
that better results can be obtained without it by simply 
blackening the front sight with the smoke of a match 
ond by making the graduation marks of the rear sight 
more distinct by whitening them with chalk. This is 
also authorized. The sight cover is specially intended 
as a protection to the sight and also to prevent it from 
cutting or tearing the soldier’s clothing, &c. 

EIGHTH.—The authority of a non-commissioned offi- 
cer to preserve order is not suspended during drill, but 
it should be exercised with discretion, so that he may 
not become himself a disturbing element; (2) where ar 
incorrect or obsolete order is given the men should stand 
fast; that is, they should act as if no order had been 
given. 

CORPORAL asks: In deploying a squad by the 
flank, par. 524, what command should the Oorporal 
give? It is understood that the signal “By the right 
flank”’ should be used, but if he had occasion to give 
verbal command would he say “By the right flank” r 
“Right face, forward, march”? My argument is that 
as the signal is correct the command would also be so: 
and as “To the rear, march,” can be given from a halt, 
why not “By the right flank.” I also consider it opposed 
to the spirit of the Drill Regulations to give unnecessary 
commands or to have the men face away from the en- 
emy, except when marching. Answer.—The command 
to be given is stated in par. 524, D. R. It is “as skir- 
misher’s march,” and the squad members go to the 
right or left, according to their number, and, as stated 
in par. 512, “in the most direct manner.” There is no 
command to march by the flank or to face. 

J. R. C. asks: Two officers (a senior and junior) 
walking together approach a sentinel and are challenged 
hy him. He then orders one to advance, etc.: which 
does he advance, the senior or the junior? This is 
touched upon in Art. 226 and 225 “In the Manual of 
Guard Duty.” But the interpretation is not clear to me. 
Please refer me to the paragraoh on which the answer 
is based. Answer.—If by the answers given to the 
sentinel’s challenge the relative rank of the persons ap- 
proaching is disclosed,the senior should be first advanced. 
The paragraphs referred to, 225 and 226, and the general 
custom of precedence, are sufficient to establish this 
course, 

A. ©. L. asks: In guard mounting, after command 
“Pass in review, forward, guide right, march,” in pass- 
ing the “officers of the day,” par. 722 reads: ‘The 
new officer of the day returns me -. the salute, etc., etc.,” 
nothing is said of the salute of the “old officer.” 
Answer.—The salute is given to the new officer of the 
day, who alone is the reviewing officer. It is his guard, 
and the old officer of the day has no connection with it. 
The only salute given by the old officer of the day is to 
the new officer of the day when turning over the orders 
to him. 

M.—No civilian employee of the Army is entitled to 
quarters. Under A. R. 1,252 civilian employees may be 
allowed one ration each per day “when the circum- 
stances of their service make it necessary.” Under this 
paragraph some of the employees receiving over 
per month are issued rations also, and are then, 
course, also entitled to oil and fuel under A. R. 1, 

H. B. C. asks: (1) At the inspection and muster of a 
separate company, a musician, enlisted as a bugler, takes 
his position between the 1st Sergt. and 1st Lieut. He 
carries neither sword nor rifle; company is inspected in 
fatigue uniform with “packs.” Please state position of 
bugler during inspection and at the command “Unsling,” 
ete.: (2) What call is sounded for inspection, whether 
“Fatigue Call,” or what? (3) State position of bugler 
when musician carries sword; (4) When rifle is carried at 
inspection when the command “Unsling.” ete. is given 
what is his position? Answer.—(1) Position not changed; 
(2) Same as “First Call” for any other formation: (4) 
Same as when without sword; (4) Same as when without 
rifle.

The United States, Spain and Mexico are now the only 
civilized nations whose laws permit the employment of 
privateers. The ground taken by the United States in 
declining to accede to the Paris declaration was that it 
did not secure immunity for private property at sea. 
which would still be exposed to capture by public armed 
vessels. In an article on the subject of the use of priva- 
teers the New York “Times” says: “In April, 1861, Mr. 
Seward offered, on the part of the United States, to ac- 
cept the declaration of Paris as it stood. ... . Great 
Britain and France, having recognized the Confederate 
States as belligerents, declined to accept the renunciation 
of privateering on the part of the United States unless 
it was accompanied by a declaration that it should have 
no bearing on the differences then prevailing in the 
United States. Capt. Glass shows that the powers ac- 
ceding to the declaration of Paris may, if they choose, 
evade the operation of the privateer clause. He in- 
stances the Franco-Prussian war, and says: ‘Prussia, in 
August, 1870, decreed the formation of a volunteer navy. 
Owners of merchant vessels were invited to fit them out 
to attack French ships of war, and premiums were of- 
fered for the destruction of the latter. The crews were 
to be furnished by the owners of the vessels, and the of- 
ficers were to receive temporary commissions and wear 
the naval uniform, but were to form no part of the navy. 
France protested against this, as an evasion of the prin- 
ciples of the declaration of Paris, and addressed a note 
on the subject to the British government. The law of- 
ficers of the crown reported that there were su 
differences between a volunteer naval force, such as that 
proposed by Prussia, and the privateers supp 
the declaration, and Great Britain declined to make any 
objection.’ On this subject Hall says that the sole real 
difference between privateers and a volunteer navy is 
that the latter is under navy discipline. ‘It is not evi- 
dent why privateers should not also be subjected to it,’ 
is his conclusion,”

ELECTION DISPUTE, CO. G,. 22 aN. Y. 


Adjt. Gen. McAlpin, of New York, who recently or- 
dered a thorough investigation into the matter of apoeal 
on the part of a number of enlisted men of Co. G, 22d 
Kegt., N. G. N. Y., from the election of Lieut. E. W. 
Dayton as Captain, on the ground that improper meth- 
ods were used, makes known the following opinion of 
the Judge Advocate General in reference to the case, 
which has been forwarded to Brig. Gen. Louis Fitzger- 
ald, Ist Brig.: ‘The fact that the ballots were marked, 


and the further fact that no satisfactory reason for 
this action is given, are net controlling in this case. 
These facts must not be considered by themselves. All 


the evidence must be read together. Due weight must 
be given to the absence of evidence of coercion by 
threats, to the opportunity afforded to change the num- 
bered ballots, to the absence of any lists of voters and 
ballot numbers, to the ditticulty in telling what marked 


ballots were not voted, owing to the small size of the 
numbers and the manner in which the ballots were 
canvassed, and lastly to the fact that annexed to the 


statement of Lieut. Dayton are the affidavits of 30 of 
the 31 men who voted for him, that they did so freely 
and willingly. Upon a consideration of all the facts I 
um of the opinion that the appeal should be dismissed 
wud the commission issued should be delivered to Lieut. 
Dayton. My opinion is based on the lack of evidence 
to sustain the charges made, and my conclusion is 
reached in spite of the fact that marked ballots were 
used. It must not be inferred that I in any way ap- 
prove of the use of marked ballots. I most emphatically 
do not. In my opinion the placing on ballots of numbers 
or devices which may identify them is strongly con- 
demned and disapproved. Resort to such procedure 
will always cause suspicion. With respect to 
the communication addressed to you under date of Jan. 
8 last by Pvt. Thatcher and others, in which complaint 
is made of delay in forwarding the notice of appeal, I 
am of the opinion that the matter is satisfactorily dis- 
posed of by the indorsement made by the C. O., Ist 
Brig.. on the communication addressed to you by his 
A. A. G. on Jan. Nothing is shown to justify any 
inference of unfairness in dealing with the notice of ap- 
peal on the part of Lieut. Col. King. who presided at 
the election. His action in keeping possession of the 
ballots canvassed by him was very judicious.” The 
Commander-in-Chief, concurring in the opinion of the 
Judge Advocate General. dismisses the aopeal. and 
authorizes you to deliver the commission as Captain, in 
your possession, to Lieut. Dayton.
